Bacteria Equipment 


The $800 bacteria .count equip- 
ment which went down without a 
fight last year will again be re- 
quested at the coming town meet- 
ing, according to the wishes of 
milk inspector Alfred Stacey as 
presented in his annual report. The 
$800 would also be used in part to 
improve the present inspector's 
quarters in the town hall. 


If the equipment is not pur 
chased,-the inspector suggests the 
appropriation of $150 to have bac- 
teria counts done out. of town, but 
he states the equipment will save 
the town money in the long run, 
Last year there were 27 samples 
submitted for bacteria tests, he 
stdted. The inspector estimates the 
«est if done outside at 73 cents per 
sample. If either appropriation is 
granted, he evidently plans to se- 
cure many more samples. 

He also reported that the in- 
creasing milk business in town 
will make it necessary for him to 
have regular office hours one day 
a week.

Technical Director Of ‘‘Lost Horizon” To Present 
His Pictorial Scoops Of The Far East Aflame 


From the high plateaus of Tibet, 
through the Gobi Desert, across 
@hina’s war fronts and flood areas, 
on to the Siberian border, through 
Manchukuo, over water to the 
Japanese Empire and Formosa 
with its dreaded Head Hunters... 
at Phillips Academy tomorrow 
evening at 8:15, Harrison Forman 
will bring a pictorial panorama of 
the Far East aflame. 

There the cards are being dealt 
for changed borders and revised 
maps; a whole continent is in an 
upheaval, Over 400 million Chinese 
people are fighting for their liberty: 
the ancient kingdom of Japan is in 
its second youth; Tibet comes in- 
to political prominence, the Gobi 
Desert is traversed by strange Ca- 
ravans of political significance; 
Moslemia fights with the richest 
government; the Russian bear 
growls on the Siberian border: 
local JRusso-Japanese C lashes 
threaten to develop into war. 

In 1929 Forman organized the 


most amazing trek in 20th century 
exploration—the expedition . over 
the Marco Polo Trail to Tibet. 


Routed by bandits, beset by dan- 
gers culminating in the killing of 
his two companions, Harrison For 
man never turned back. For two 
years he traveled alone through 
Tibet as a holy man and sorcerer, 
returning with invaluable pictures, 
data, and manuscripts from this 
“Roof of the World,” 


In 1936 Hollywood drew upon his 
vast knowledge of “the Forbidden 
Land” to make the film ‘Lost 
Horizon.” 

Upon his return to the Orient in 
1937, Harrison Forman interviewed 
the high ranking Living God of Ti- 
bet, Jamv Japa; obtained the first 
pictures of the Chinese Red Army; 
and scooped the world with his 
films of the bombing of Shanghai. 

Since last February he has 
covered thousands of miles in the 
Far Bastern war zones. He was the 
first foreigner to enter Suchow be- 
hind the Japanese troops and to 
take motion pictures of the Yellow 
River floods.

Purchase Five New Trucks 


The town will be asked to pur- 
chase five new trucks to do away 
with the great part of the present 
small truck hire expense at the 
coming town meeting, it Wwas 
learned this week. It is thought 
that the trucks, with heavy-duty 
rear-ends, would cost $6,000 to 
$6,500. Exclusive of snow removal 
truck hire, it costs the town now 
about $18,000 a year for this item. 


Trucks are used approximately 
12,000 hours at $1.50 an hour. It is 
estimated that if the department 
had its own trucks, it could op- 
erate them at 85 cents an hour, 
including driver, depreciation, and 
all the other items in operating 
costs. A sizeable sum would be 
saved for instance in Shawsheen 
where $3100 approximately was 
paid last year to a road foreman 
who used his own truck, the truck 
charge alone being $1500. 


Another large saving would take 
place in the W. P. A. material and 
truck hire account. At present it 
costs $1.50 an hour for Wie. iA. 
truck hire, including the driver 
who is either the owner or @ man 
employed by him. Were the town 
to use its own trucks on this ac- 
count, it would only cost about 25 
cents an hour, a saving of $1.26 
an hour, since the men who would 
operate them under this condition 
would be W. [P. A, men whose 
wages would be paid by the W. P. 
A. and not by the town as is the 
present case. 


The size of the present B. P. W. 
force would not be increased, the 
drivers being selected from the 
present force, It is probable that 
when the B. P. W. regular budget- 
ary accounts come up, @ motion 
will be made to consider ‘the truck 
item first, since if the trucks are 
purchased, substantial cuts can be 
made in all the regular mainten- 
ance and construction items.

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Save By 
Giving Welfare 
Men the Work 

Back at the time of the 
snowstorm and the following of- 
w.cial storm, there was some dis- 
cussion about the possibility of em- 
ploying men from the welfare rolls 
in the job of snow removal. Why 
can't we have an official under- 
standing, fortified if necessary, by 
a town meeting resolution, that 
hereafter all men to be employed 
in extra town laborers’ work should 
be selected from a list certified by 
the town welfare authorities? 

These men, if not employed by 
the public works department, 
would still have to be paid by the 
welfare department. Under the 
present set-up the extra men hired 
in a snowstorm or for various pro- 
jects are not necessarily the men 
who need ithe work the most, and 
there have been many complaints, 
justifiable ones apparently, that 
there are too many men from the 
game families who secure the work. 
That may be all right when there 
is plenty of employment for every- 
one, but when as is the case at 
present there’s not enough to g0 
around it’s up to each and every 
one of our public officials to see 
that the town’s money is spent on 
employment for those who need it 
the most, for men who have no one 
working in their families. 

Of course the public works de- 
partment needs a few men quali-

fied in a particular line, but cer- 
tainly when a snowstorm comes 
along, or when a ditch is being 
dug, there; is no need for any 
special talent, inherited or de- 
veloped.

We'd like to put in a word for 
one who you will recognize is an 
old friend of ours. His name is 
Mike—some say he’s big, some say 
he’s red, some say he’s iron. But 
whatever you call him, this much 
is certain: that on the night of the 
annual town meeting, the Big Red 
Iron Mike will be the subject of a 
controversy. Today some of our 
orators are probably sharpening 
their verbal fangs, ready to bite 
into this juicy morsel. 

Let’s not waste time on it that 
night. It was probably an unwise 
arrangement to make; it has since, 
we understand, been declared il- 
legal. But at the rate of seven dol- 
lars an hour, the town has been 
buying that huge machine; it al- 
ready, whether it wanted to or 
not, has spent a substantial sum 
toward its purchase. That money 
cannot be brought back, whereas 
the investment can be protected 
by another $1500 or so to complete 
the purchase of a piece of equip- 
ment that undoubtedly will save on 
road maintenance and construc- 
tion costs and in big drifting snow- 
storms. 

At the annual town meeting last 
year, one of the members of the

Members of the Andover Musi- 
cians Club were guests last even- 
ing at the home of Dr, and Mrs.

John C. Angus and Dr. Pfatteicher, 
who played parts of a 4-hand 
piano arrangement of Bach’s “Die 
Kunst der Fuge,” Dr. Pfatteicher 
served as commentator. 

To this work Bach himself gave 
no title, except to call each sec- 
tion a “counterpoint.” It is a co- 
lossal score written on separate 
staves, with no hint of dynamics, 
tempi, or instrumentation, all of 
which suggests that Bach did not 
intend it for actual performance. A 
variety of transcriptions, however, 
have been made—for orchestra, 
for string quartet, for two pianos, 
and as heard last night for two 
performers at one piano, which 
makes performance particularly 
difficult because» of the extreme 
complexity of the work. The or- 
ganist, E. Power Biggs, played it 
last Monday at the Germanic Mu- 
seum, Cambridge, and was highly 
commended for his performance. 

Andover musicians consider them- 
selves extremely fortunate to have 
friends who can bring them. this 
rarely heard “Art of Fugue,” for 
it is the very quintessence of the 
fugue form of musical composition.
